A Toto on the Federal Election Bill 
Will B e Taken This Afternoon 
in the Honse. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 2.—Nine republi- 
cans and six democrats, who have been 
absent from the house for several days 
arrived this morning, and will vote on 
the election bill this afternoon. A very- 
small vote will be polled. 


The conferees on the silver bill met 
this morning. 
After a short discussion, 
during which no proposition looking to 
an agreement on the issues between the 
two houses was made, the conferees ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning. 


The house met promptly at 11 o'clock 
to- day and resumed the oonsideratioii 
of the federal -eleotion bill, fee pending 
question being on the amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, re- 
quiring the judge of the circHit court 
(associated with the judge of the dis- 
trict) to pass upon applications for 
supervisors of election. Mr. Frank, of 
Missouri, said that he was in favor of 
the bill so far as its scope was to extend 
to operation of supervisory system, but 
he opposed its scope so f ar as it pro- 
posed to obtain federal control of elec- 
tions. 
He opposed the amendment be- 
cause he thought it sought to weaken 
the present law. The amendment was 
rejected. 


Mr. Springer moved to lay the elec- 
tion bill on the table and by a yea and 
nay vote, the motion was defeated—^yeas 
149, nays 155. 


Mr. Springer changed his vote from 
aye to nay iii c^d^ to . move a reconsid- 
eratipn and Mr. .^wieU mov^d tö lay 
the 
motion to reconsider on the 
table. The motion was carried—ayes 
153, nays 148. 


The house is voting on the federal 
election bill. The indicationf are that 
the bill will pass by several of a ma- 
jority.

APPALLING ACCIDENT. 


«nstavnei 8 . Bayiess, the Insurance 
and Heal Estate Agent, Bun Over 
and BLliled Instantly. 


Mr. Gustavus S. Bayless, an old and 
well 
known 
citizen, was horribly 
mangled and instantly killed at 1:20 
o'clock this morning. 


Mr. Bayless waS among the party who 
went from this city over the Muncie 
railroad yesterday morning to attend 
the ceremonies attendant upon the un- 
veiling of the Hendricks monument at 
Indianapolis. 


He was one of the Fort Wayne dele- 
gation to return home on the special 
train which arrived in this city about 
12:30 o'clock this morning. Mr. Bayless 
complained of fotigire to a fellow- 
passenger just previous to arriving in 
the ciiy, 
and said he would get 
off 
the train 
at the junction 
in 
order 
to 
reach 
his home 
on Marion street, in Bloomingdale, by 
shorter route. He was seen to leave 
the train as it stopped at the junction. 
About one hour later the same special 
train of empty cars started from the 
north depot for Muncie. 
The train was 
in charge of Conductor Charles Under- 
wood and Engineer Robert Kelly was at 
the throttle. 
When within oae hun- 
dred yards of the junction Engineer 
KelJy heard a grinding sound as the 
immense drivers crushed some object 
beneath them. The train was stopped 
to permit an investigation, when an 
appalling spectacle met their gaze. It 
was the mangled remains of Mr. 
Bayless, crushed and torn into a shape- 
less and almost unrecognizable mass. 


The patrol wagon was summoned, but 
Chief Wilkinson saw that it was a duty 
for an undertaker and he hastily noti- 
fied Funeral Director Peltier, who went 
to the scene with the proper conveyance 
at once. 
The fragments of the mangled 
body were gathered up and conveyed to 
Peltier's morgue, where a S h n t i n e i j re- 
porter was permitted to see them at an 
early hour this morning. 
The head was 
almost completely torn from the trunk, 
both arms were broken and twisted and 
the chest was completely crushed in. 


The reporter, with Coroner Kesler, also 
visited the scene of the accident. The 
spot, situated about 100 yards north of 
the intersection of the Nickel Plate and 
Muncie tracks, shows bloody evidences 
of the horror and for a distance of fif- 
teen feet the brains of the unfortunate 
old man were spattered along the ties. 
Coroner Kesler found in the pockets of 
the dead man a silver watch shattered 
by the accident, two dollars in money, 
and insurance and other papers which 
proved the body's identification beyond 
a doubt. He also discovered a twenty- 
four hour accident insurance policy for 
>3,000 which expired at 6 o'clock this 
morning. It was the unfailing custom 
of Mr. Bayless to take out an accident 
policy whenever he made a trip by rail, 
a custom he repeated yesterday 
before 
his departure by procuring of the Xiake 
Shore ticket agent a policy in the Hart- 
ford, Conn., insurance agency. 


Mr. Bayless wm . i^^-^v^ years, old 
and was ft prominent jeal^es^^ 
'^iiriaiice Wgeiit. S e was y e ^ wetijj^own' 
and was highly respected in tms com- 
munity. 
He had a general acquaint- 
ance, acquired through business and 
social relations. 
He was the local rep- 
resentative of the Union Central Insur- 
ance company, Cincinnati, and dabbled 
in real estate, having his headquarters 
with Mr. Wm. Miller, in the Mergel 
block, corner Calhoun and Main streets. 
His 
temperance 
proclivities 
made 
him a figure-head in such affairs. He 
was an earnest devotee to Christian 
work, being one of the most active mem- 
bers of the First 
Baptist 
church. 
Pastor S, A. Northrop, with whom the 
deceased chatted in a cheerful way at 
last Sunday's service, called at the 
family residence. No. 102 Franklin ave- 
nue, to-day and found the widow over- 
come by the shook, while her daughter, 
Jennie, was trying to console her be- 
tween sobs. The children of the de- 
ceased were also present. 
They are 
Mrs. E, C. Chase, of 77 Hoagland ave- 
nue, whose husband is a railroad man 
on the Fort Wayne road; Mrs. Balph 
Sharp, whose husband is connected with 
Mensch's grocery. Mrs. Levi Turner, 
of this city, is a sister of the dead man. 


The deceased was a member of Har- 
mony lodge. No. 19, I. O. O. F., and of 
Summit encampment, I. O. O. F. Be- 
sides the insurance carried by the acci- 
dent policy he had 13,000 in the Odd 
Fellows' National Benefit association, 
Dayton, O. 


The funeral will be at 3 p. m. 
to-morrow 
at the Baptist 
<^urch. 
The obsequies will be under the 
auspices of the Odd Fellows. 
The re- 
mains will be prepared for burial and 
taken to tiie late residence this evening. 
Owing to the mutilated condition of the 
remains the features will not be exposed 
to view. 


MYSTEBY OF THE AGOIDllKT. 


When it is ^ o w n that more than an 
hour *had eM)sed from the time lii&r. 
Bayless got off of the train until he was 
kill^, and his death, too, taking plaoe 


the track, reaching the Nickel Plate 
junction just in time to meet his death. 
Another one is, that he was assaulted 
and left on the track by tramps, but this 
is dispelled by the fact that the dead 
man's valuables were undisturbed. The 
most probable theory of all is that the 
man alighted before the train had fully 
stopped and that he fell across the rails 
behind the rear coach and was stunned, 
remaining in that p<»ition until he was 
killed. 
The coroner can probably clear 
this mystery by the testimony of Engi- 
neer Kelly and Conductor Underwood, 
who are out of the city to-day.

- T H E L i O U I S I A X A L . O T T E B Y . 
The Louisiana Lottery bill as amend- 
ed by the committee, increasing the 
amount to be paid for lottery privileges 
$250,000 per annum, making the annual 
payments $1,250,000, passed the Louisi- 
ana senate yesterday by a vote of 24 to 
12. The bill was returned to the house 
with a message from the senate asking 
concurrence in the amendment. 


A dispatch from New Orleans says: 
The lottery question is settled so far as 
the state legislature is concerned. The 
opponents of the lottery finding them- 
selves beaten in both houses agreed to a 
compromise proposition, which was ac- 
cepted b y t h e company. 
T h e lottery 
bill h a s now 
passed both houses, t h e 
state accepting S,200,000 a year for the 
lottery privilege. 
T h e bill is submitted 
in the form of an amendment to the 
state constitution and has to be voted 
on by the people at the next state elec- 
tion in April, 1892. Before that time, 
however, and this is the compromise 
agreed to to-day—a primary election is 
to be held on some day not yet agreed 
on, at which only whites shall vote on 
this question of accepting the lottery 
company's offer. If the majority favors 
the proposition the antis are to with- 
draw all opposition and let the amend- 
ment go through in 1892. If a majority 
is against, the lottery company will 
withdraw its offer and leave the state 
when its charter expires. The compro- 
mise takes the lottery question out of the 
next state election.

KuLes f o r t h e I n f o r m a t i o n a n d G u i d - 
a n c e of A p p l i c a n t s f o r P e n s i o n s . 
General Kaum, the commissioner of 
pensions, has issued, 
v. ith the approval 
of the secretary of the interior, the fol- 
lowing miles and regulations for the in- 
formation and government of persons 
making application for pension under 
the pension act approved June 27, 1890: 


All pensions under this act will com- 
mence from the date of filing applica- 
tion (executed after the passage of the 
act) in the pension bureau. 


N o application or declaration will be 
good if executed before June 27, 1890, 
(date of the act) or if not in the form, 
substantially, 
prescribed by the secre- 
tary. 


i)ischarge certificate need not be filed 
until called for. 


The rates of this law are not affected 
by the rank of the soldier. 


The act provides the following rates: 
For dependent father or mother, ^12; 
the widow, $8, and $2 additional for 
each child of soldier under sixteen years 
and if the widow dies the child or ^chil- 
dren can draw such pension. 
The sol- 
dier is entitled to any rate from $6 to 
S12, according to inability to earn a sup- 
port. 


A pensioner under existing laws may 
apply under this one, or a pensioner 
under this one may apply under other 
laws, but can draw only one pension at 
the same time. 


This law requires in a soldier's case: 
1. An honorable discharge. 2. That he 
served at least ninety days. 3. A per- 
manent physical or mental inability to 
earn a support, but not due to vicious 
habits. 
(It need not have originated in 
the service.) 


In case of a widow: 1. That the sol- 
dier served at least ninety days. 2. 
That he was honorably discharged, 3, 
Proof of death, but it need not have 
been the result of his army service. 4. 
That the widow is without other means 
of support other than her day labor. 5. 
That she married soldier prior to June 
27, 1890, date of the act. 


In dependent parent's case: 
1. That 
the soldier died of wound, injury or 
disease, which, under prior laws, would 
have given him a pension. 2. That he 
left no wife or minor child. 3. That 
mother (or father) is at present depend- 
ent upon her own manual labor, or the 
contributions of others not legally 
bound for her (or his) support. 


The rules and regulations of the de- 
partment will govern applicants and at- 
torneys. 


The fee shall in no case be greater 
than $10, and only as shall be agreed 
upon hereunder between the claimant 
and agent. 


A letter from Columbus states that 
Mr. W. H. Fisher and Mr. T. C. Peek 
are doing finely there.

A Voio on the Federal Election Bill 


Will Be Taken This Afternoon 


in the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Nine republi- 


cans and six democrats, who have been 
absent from tho house for several days 
arrived this morning, and will vote on 
the election bill this afternoon. A very 
small vote will bo polled. 


The conferees on the silver bill met 


this morning. After a short discussion, 
during which no proposition looking to 
an agreement on the issues between the 
two houses was made, the conferees ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning. 


The house met promptly at 11 o'clock 


to- day and resumed the consideration 
of the federal election bill, the pending 
question being on the amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, re- 
quiring the judge of the ciroait court 
(associated with the judge of the dis- 
trict) to pass upon applications for 
supervisors of election. Mr. Frank, of 
Missouri, said that he was in favor of 
the bill so far as its scope was to extend 
to operation of supervisory system, but 
he opposed its scope so fir as it pro- 
posed to obtain federal control of elec- 
tions. He opposed the amendment be- 
cause he thought it sought to weaken 
the present law. Tho amendment was 
rejected. 


Mr. Springer moved to lay the elec- 


tion bill on the table and by a yea and 
nay vote, the motion was defeated—yeas 
149, nays 155. 


Mr. Springer changed his vote from 


aye to nay in order to- move a reconsid- 
eration and Mr..Eowell moved to lay 
the motion to reconsider 
on the 


table. The motion was carried—ayes 
153, nays 148. 


The house is voting on the federal 


(lection bill. The indicationf are that 
the bill will pass by several of a ma- 
jority.

APPALLING ACCIDENT. 


Unstavug 8. Bajless, the Insurance 


and Heal Estate Agent, Hun Over 


and Killed Instantly. 


Mr. Gustavus S. Bayless, an old and 


well 
known 
citizen, was 
horribly 


mangled and instantly killed at 1:20 
o'clock this morning. 


Mr. Bayless was among the party who 


went from this city over tho Muncie 
railroad yesterday morning to attend 
the ceremonies attendant upon the un- 
veiling of tho Hendricks monument at 
Indianapolis. 


Ho was one of tho Fort Wayne dele- 


gation to return homo on the special 
train which arrived in this city about 
12:30 o'clock this morning. Mr. Bayless 
complained of fatigue to a fellow- 
passenger just previous to arriving in 
the city, and said he would get 
off 
the 
train 
at 
the 
junction 


in 
order 
to 
reach 
his 
homo 


on Marion street, in Bloomingdale, by 
a shorter route. He was seen to leave 
the train as it stopped at the junction. 
About one hour later the same special 
train of empty cars started from tho 
north depot for Muncie. Tho train was 
in charge of Conductor Charles Under- 
wood and Engineer Eobert Kelly was at 
the throttle. When within one hun- 
dred yards of the junction Engineer 
KeUy heard a grinding sound as the 
immense drivers crushed some object 
beneath them. The train was stopped 
to permit an investigation, when an 
appalling spectacle met their gaze. It 
ras 
tho mangled remains of Mr. 


Bayless, crushed and torn into a shape- 
ess and almost unrecognizable mass. 


The patrol wagon was summoned, but 


Jhief Wilkinson saw that it was a duty 
or nn undertaker and he hastily noti- 
fied Funeral Director Peltier, who went 
10 the scene with tho proper conveyance 
at once. The fragments of the mangled 
body were gathered up and conveyed to 
Peltier's morgue, where a SENTINEL re- 
porter was permitted to see them at nn 
early hour this morning. The head was 
almost completely torn from the trunk, 
both arms were broken and twisted and 
he chest was completely crushed in. 


The reporter, with Coroner Kesler, also 


visited the scene of the accident. Tho 
ipot, situated about 100 yards north of 
he intersection of the Nickel Plato and 
Muncie tracks, shows bloody evidences 
of the horror and for a distance of fif- 
een feet the brcins of the unfortunate 
old man were spattered along the ties. 
Coroner Keslor found in the pockets of 
he dead sum a silver watch shattered 
by the accident, two dollars in money, 
nd insurance and other papers which 
proved the body's identification beyond 


doubt. He also discovered a twenty- 
our hour accident insurance policy for 
83,000 which expired at 6 o'clock this 
morning. It was the unfailing custom 
of Mr. Bayless to take out an accident 
)olioy whenever he made a trip by rail, 


custom he repeated yesterday before 


lis departure by procuring of the Lake 
Shore ticket agent a policy in the Hart- 
brd, Conn., insurance agency, 


Mr. Bayless was fif£y-five years old 


and was a prominent real estate1 and in- 
surance agent. He was very wetij known', 
and was highly respected in this com-' 
mnnity. 
He had a general acquaint- 


ance, acqnired through business and 
social relations. Ho was the local rep- 
resentative of the Union Central Insur- 
ance company, Cincinnati, and dabbled 
in real estate, having his headquarters 
with Mr. Win. Miller, in tho Mergol 
block, corner Calhouu and Main streets, 
His 
temperance 
proclivities 
made 


him a figure-head in such affairs. 
Ho 


was an earnest devotee to Ghristinn 
work, being one of the most active 
mem- 


bers of the First Baptist 
church. 


Pastor S, A. Northrop, with whom the 
deceased chatted in a cheerful way at 
last Sunday's service, called at the 
family residence, No. 102 Franklin ave- 
nue, to-day and found tho widow over- 
come by the shock, while her daughter, 
Jennie, was trying to console her be- 
tween sobs. The children of tho de- 
ceased were also present.

MYSTERY OF THE ACCIDENT. 


When it is known ihat more than nn 


hour hod elapsed from tho time Mr. 
Bayless got off of tho train untii ho was 
killed, aud his death, too, taking place 
only one hundred yards from tho junc< 
tion where it is supposed he alighted, 
there is » mystery to bo solved. Sovcra' 
theories are advanced. Ono of them 
that the man by mistake left tho train at 
Wabash junction and had walked along 


tho track, reaching the Nickel Plate 
junction just in time to meet his death. 
Another one is, that he was assanltec 
and left on the track by tramps, but this 
is dispelled by the fact that the deac 
man's valuables were undisturbed. The 
most probable theory of all is that tho 
man alighted before the train had fully 
stopped and that he fell across the rails 
behind the rear coach and was stunned, 
remaining in that position uutil he was 
killed. The coroner can probably clear 
this mystery by the testimony of Engi- 
neer Kelly and Conductor Underwood, 
who are out of the city to-day.

Discharge certificate need not be filed

Ine rates of this law are not affected

For dependent father or mother, $12;

A pensioner under existing laws may
